As Rice approached the 
truck he saw what looked 
like an electric cord run¬ 
ning from the truck to a 
small camper behind a 
residence. He also found 
two people at the camper.

Rice called for back up. 
Kenucky State Police and 
Stanton Police arrived to 
assist. 

Rice said it appeared 
that at least two working 
meth labs were inside the 
camper. There was also 
some of the finished prod¬ 
uct in a plate. 

According to Powell 
Sheriff Danny Rogers, 
Stephanie Moore, 29, and 
Donald Parks, 41, both of 


Winchester, were placed 
under arrest and charged 
with manufacturing 
methamphetamines and 
wanton endangerment. 
No bond had been set as 
of Tuesday morning due 
to the holiday and state 
furlough. 

State police obtained 
warrants to search the 
camper. The case is under 
investigation by the state 
police.

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Man guilty of shooting son given diversion

The man who shot his son five times will receive a 
sentence that includes diversion, but he will have to 
attend Alcohol Anonymous meetings for the rest of 
his life. 

Sterling Esteppe was back in court on Aug. 22 as he 
accepted an offer from the Commonwealth Attorney’s 
Office. That deal included pleading guilty to an 
amended charge, receiving a five year sentence that 
would be diverted for five years. Esteppe must follow 
the diversion process and one strict provision or face 
going to jail. That provision is the AA meeting he must 
attend. 

Esteppe was arrested on Feb. 24 following an alter¬ 
cation at his residence on Snow Creek Road. Police 
say that Epperson had wrecked a moped earlier that 
day and was taking some ribbing about it from family 
members. That joking got out of hand as Esteppe and 
his son, Dean Esteppe, got into a physical altercation. 
It was reported that Esteppe had been drinking. 

Witnesses said that after the fight was broken up 
Esteppe said he was going to bed and went back inside 
his home. 

However, a few minutes later he emerged from the 


home and opened fire with a .22 caliber rifle. Shots 
were fired at family members including his son, wife 
and others. 

Dean Esteppe, pushed his mother out of the way, 
but was struck five times by bullets from the rifle. He 
was hit twice in the side of his face and twice in his 
abdomen, as well as once in the arm. Dean then took 
the weapon from his father and struck him over the 
head with it. 

Both men were taken to the UK Medical Center for 
treatment. 

During the progress of the case Dean Esteppe has 
made it clear that he did not want to pursue any 
charges against his father. In a court appearance 
two months ago he told Powell Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher that “things just happen.” Fletcher did not 
completely agree with that assessment, but did grant 
a bond reduction after Dean Esteppe asked for it. 

The family all live together in the same home. 

Under the agreement Esteppe has to attend the AA 
meetings each week for the rest of his life. Alcohol 
apparently played a key role in the crime. Fletcher 
advised Esteppe that he failed to attend the meetings 
and court found out then he would be placed back in 
jail. 

Esteppe agreed with the conditions and said he will 
follow the conditions of the diversion process. 


Rape suspect charges lowered

A man charged with four 
counts of third degree rape 
had his charges amended 
to criminal abuse second 
degree. 

Josh Booth, 23, was 
indicted on four counts 
of rape third degree. That 
means that he allegedly 
engaged in sexual rela¬ 
tions with someone who 
was not able to give con¬ 
sent. Under Kentucky law 
any person younger than 
16 is considered not being 
able to legally give con¬ 
sent under these circum¬ 
stances. The indictment 
reads that the offenses 
took place “on or before 
Sept. 20, 2011.” 

However, after an offer 
from the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s Office, Booth 


pled guilty to one count on 
the lesser charge. Under 
the agreement Booth 
would receive a five year 
sentence but that would 
be probated for three 
years. The state would 
also not seek to revoke 
his probation from a pre¬ 
vious conviction on totally 
different charges. 

Booth was released the 
same day. 

Booth’s co-defendant, 
Kristin Cope, who report¬ 
edly is a family member to 
the Owsley County Circuit 
Court Clerk Mike Mays, 
had a charge of unlawful 
transaction with a minor 
dismissed. However, she 
was sentenced to 90 days 
for neglecting to report 
the incidents to the proper 
authorities. Her plea and 
sentence was completed 
earlier this summer. 


Clay City discusses

The Clay City Council 
meeting last week spent 
most of their time on three 
subjects. They talked 
about a sidewalk project 
and the fire department. 
Both subjects seemed to 
have some encouraging 
news. 

The city has been 
trying to find a way to 
extend a sidewalk from 
Fallen Road to the old BP 
Station and Dairy Queen 
areas at the west edge of 
the town. A property that 
would basically have the 
bulk of the sidewalk run¬ 
ning through it has given 
a verbal agreement for 
several years. 

Kevin Davis, a sur¬ 
veyor that has worked 
for the city before, had 
been asked to check into 


the situation. "It seems 
that the current own¬ 
ers (Adams) received the 
property from the Kirk’s, 
a previous owner and the 
railroad, which used to 
run through that area,” 
Davis told the council. 
“The sewer line runs 
through there about 30 
foot from the center of the 
road, but you may want to 
go another 10 foot or so to 
make sure you don’t run 
into any problems with 
the sewer line.” The nor¬ 
mal distance is usually 30 
feet according to Davis. 

The council agreed to 
continue discussions and 
see if they could get a 
right of way for the prop¬ 
erty that the owners have 
offered up, plus the addi¬ 
tional 10 foot. 

Tt would make it safer 
for those who walk in 
that area,” Mayor Jimmy 
Caudill said. “There are 


sidewalks and fire department issues 


plenty who do and we 
need to check into this.” 

The council also asked 
that Davis survey the 
property the council is 
buying from the Am Vets. 
That property is located 
behind the Clay City 
Meadows Park. Davis 
apparently surveyed the 
area for the Am Vets back 
in 2004. That motion 
passed unanimously. 

The council than 
focused on the fire depart¬ 
ment. Newly elected chief 
Nathan Hall advised the 
council that he had 16 
members listed, but that 
many were not coming 
to meetings or anything 
else. 

Hall noted that some of 
the past problems such as 
items that would come up 
missing and other items 
that cannot be found will 
hopefully soon be recti¬ 
fied. “We are installing 


a new camera system 
that you (the council) can 
sit at home and watch 
what is going on inside 
the building,” Hall said. 
“Because of so much that 
is missing, we need to try 
to hold a few fundraisers 
like setting up at the traf¬ 
fic light and other ideas to 
help come up with money 
for the equipment that 
we now need.” 

Hall stated that air 
packs and turn out gear 
worn by the firefight¬ 
ers, were two of the most 
important things that 
needed to be taken care 
of quickly. “Some of the 
turnout gear is 15 years 
old and OSHA says it 
should not be older than 
five years,” Hall said. 

At least one council 
member and a member 
of the crowd at the meet¬ 
ing asked about a federal 
grant the department 
received a couple of years 


ago. “Usually if it’s fed¬ 
eral money, you have to 
be able to account for its 
use,” JoAnn Campbell, a 
member of the parks and 
recreation board stated. 
That grant was for over 
$100,000 and the coun¬ 
cil said they would have 
to check into how it was 
spent. 

The council noted a few 
changes they wanted to 
see, like more records 
being presented. Hall 
answered and presented 
the items. “We got more 
information from you 
tonight than we have 
received in four or five 
months,” city attorney 
Scott Graham comment¬ 
ed. 

Hall noted that he was 
still trying to gather 
the records to show how 
much training had been 
completed and that he 
was still trying to find 
the past three years of 


financial records and 
bank statements. 

“Those are needed 
if we want to apply for 
grants to buy some of this 
equipment,” Hall added. 
Caudill advised that the 
city has some of the bank 
statements and can help 
in that area. 

Hall also asked the city 
if they could help, either 
with finances or using 
the city’s backhoe, to help 
with new lights that will 
be installed at the heli¬ 
pad at the station. “Air 
Methods is going to pro¬ 
vide the materials and 
lights, we just need to 
be able to dig down and 
run the wires and boxes 
for them,” Hall said. The 
council agreed to look into 
using the city’s equip¬ 
ment for the project. The 
city also agreed to look 
into the air conditioning 
problem at the station.

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Annual Living 
Archaeology 
Weekend set 

The Daniel Boone National Forest will once again 
host the Living Archaeology Weekend. This two- 
day event takes place outdoors behind the Gladie 
Cultural-Environmental Learning Center in the Red 
River Gorge. 

Since 1989, this annual event has illustrated the 
cultural practices of Native Americans and early pio¬ 
neers in Kentucky. 

Specialists at the event demonstrate how to make 
stone tools, tan animal hides and throw spears with 
an atlatl. Pottery, basketry and native cooking are 
also featured. Spinning, quilting and corn grinding 
are displayed at the nearby Gladie cabin. 

Representatives from the Absentee Shawnee Tribe 
and the United Keetoowah Band of Cherokee will 
be among the program participants. The Absentee 
Shawnee will exhibit current items that represent 
their culture and perform a traditional stomp dance. 
The United Keetoowah Band will demonstrate their 
traditional games of stickball and Cherokee marbles. 

On Friday, Sept. 21 the program demonstrations 
are for fifth grade students only from school groups 
that are preregistered to attend. During this time, the 
event serves as an outdoor classroom to help students 
better understand their textbook studies concerning 
Native Americans, pioneers and cultural heritage. 

On Saturday, Sept. 22 the event is open to the gen¬ 
eral public from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Admission is free. 

The Daniel Boone National Forest presents this 
special event in cooperation with the Kentucky 
Organization of Professional Archaeologists and the 
Kentucky Archaeological Survey. Other sponsors of 
the event include the Red River Historical Society, 
Preservation Kentucky, Kentucky Native American 
Heritage Commission, Kentucky Heritage Council, 
University of Kentucky Department of Anthropology, 
Western Kentucky University, Weisenberger Mills, 
Frenchburg Job Corps, and the Society for the 
Preservation of Old Mills-Kentucky Chapter.

Ecclesiastes 3:1 “To everything there is a season, and 
a time to every purpose under the heaven; a time to be 
born, and a time to die; a time to plant, a time to pluck 
up that which is planted 

We are living in a time when so many things are 
changing at such a fast pace, it's almost impossible to 
keep up with the changes. It even seems as though 
the clock runs faster and the pages of the calendar do 
not last as long as they did years ago. The year seems 
shorter from Christmas to Christmas and even the 
week from Sunday to Sunday doesn't seem to last as 
long as it did when we were young. If you will notice 
now it seems as though people even talk faster than 
they did several years ago. Some people even talk so 
fast they run off and leave my brain or my ears! I'm 
not sure this fast pace is the best thing for us. 

Before the days of R.E.A. (1949 where we lived) to 
wash clothes meant we had to fill a cast iron kettle 
with water from a barrel which was filled with water 
from the gutter. A wood fire was built under the kettle 
to heat the water for washing. The water was carried 
to a wash tub and a wash board was used to scrub the 
clothes clean. The soap used on the wash board was 
homemade lye soap, which was made about once each 
year. To make the soap it was necessary to save meat 
skins and grease from a hog which was killed during 
the early winter. The skins and grease were put in the 
cast iron kettle with water and lye and boiled. After 
cooking it was allowed to cool until it became firm, 
then it was cut into useable size pieces with a corn 
knife (used to cut corn stalks for shocking in the fall 
of the year). After the clothes were washed, they were 
hung-on an outdoor clothes line to dry by the sun and 
the wind. Most people today would not understand 
this, when all they have had to do is put the clothes in 
an automatic washer, add soap powder and push the 
button. When the clothes are washed they are placed 
in the dryer beside the washer and a buzzer sounds 
when they are dry, you take them out and fold them. 

We should not forget that during this time, most 
everyone (especially in the country) heated their home 
with wood or coal. If it was wood, it was burned in a 
fireplace or stove. Trees had to be cut down and cut 
into suitable lengths with a two man cross cut saw, 
and then it was split with an ax and stacked where it 
would stay dry. During the winter, wood had to be car¬ 
ried into the house every day and the ashes taken out. 
Wood for the cook stove had to be cut shorter and split 
finer than for the fireplace. To make the fire easier to 
start in the kitchen we usually kept some corn cobs 
soaking in a tin can of kerosene. 

Amusement was different during that time. The 
radios were battery powered with a battery about

make the battery last as long as you could, so you only 
listened to the better programs, such as the Grand Ole 
Opry on Saturday night, a prize fight by Joe Louis or 
the results of a presidential election. Children could 
spend hours by just making shadows on the wall by 
using their hands between the light of a coal oil lamp 
and the wall. Another form of amusement involved a 
string about three feet long, tying the ends together, 
placing it over your fingers and making what was 
called Jacob's ladder. 

Every family raised a garden with corn, beans, 
tomatoes, beets, cucumbers and other vegetables. 
These vegetables as well as fruit, was canned and 
kept in a cellar so it wouldn't freeze during the winter 
time. 

Most families killed one or two hogs sometime about 
November or December. This was usually an all day 
job for two or three people. The meat was cured and 
preserved with salt and black pepper and kept in a 
smoke house. Smaller pieces of meat were ground on 
a hand cranked meat grinder. It was canned in quart 
glass jars and we had sausage through the winter 
months. 

Every family raised chickens, which furnished meat 
and eggs and also, the roosters made an alarm clock 
unnecessary. If unexpected company came by, a chick¬ 
en was always nearby to provide a meat supply. 

In spite of all the time it took to live, people always 
had time to visit and just sit and talk to anyone who 
might be passing by your house. Families had time to 
be together and grow up as a family that loved each 
other and knew how to share in the work as well as 
the joy of being a family. On Sunday most everyone 
would go to church, some by automobile, wagon or 
horse back. Church was usually the weekly social 
activity. It was also the best place to meet a good 
looking girl or boy. I still think that's the best place to 
meet a Christian boy or girl. Wilma and I had our first 
date when we went to church on a Sunday morning. 
We have now been married over fifty-two years. 

A few days ago, Willard Scott was showing pictures 
of elderly people on the Smuckers commercial, and he 
showed a picture of a woman who was one hundred 
and five years old, “and she loves to go to church”. 
Do you think God has rewarded her with good health 
and a long life because of her faithfulness to a loving 
Savior? 

With all the time we save because of our modern 
conveniences, why do so many people not have time 
to come to church? Hebrews 10:25 “Not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: and so much the 
more, as ye see the day approaching.”

Book signing set for former columnist

Physics engineer’s formula provides key to Biblical clock 


It’s not the end of the 
world that fascinates 
engineering physicist 
Daniel Friedmann, it’s 
the beginning. 

Forget the Mayan Long 
Calendar, Friedmann has 
come up with a formula 
that converts “Bible time” 
to years as we know them 
in calculating the age of 
the universe, the sun, 
and life on Earth. The 
surprise? Friedmann’s 
calculations consistently 
match scientific estimates 
derived from the study of 
fossil timelines, the solar 
system and the cosmos. 

In his book The Genesis 
One Code (www.gene- 
sisonecode.com), the CEO 
of the aerospace company 
known for building the 
space station’s robotic 
arm, describes how he 
developed the formula 
- 1,000 X 365 X 7,000 
-from references in reli¬ 
gious texts. 

“The formula is simple,” 
Friedmann says. “The 
Bible tells us in Psalms 
that one day for God is 
1,000 years for us. We 
know that 365 days is our 
solar year, and from other 
studies of the scriptures 
we can conclude that one 
creation day in Genesis 
equals 7,000 God years.” 

“Multiply those num¬ 
bers and you find that 
in years as we know 
them, each creation dayis 
an epoch of 2.56 billion 
years,” Friedmann says. 
The age of the universe, 
when calculated using 
the formula, is 13.74 bil¬ 


lion years. Science puts 
it at 13.75 billion, plus or 
minus 0.13 billion. 

Friedmann’s formu¬ 
la produced 20 other 
Bible/science matches 
for events described in 
Genesis, They include: 

• According to the 
Bible, the sun appeared 
to mark days, seasons 
and years on Day 4 of cre¬ 
ation. Calculating from 
the end of the fourth day, 
Friedmann puts the “cre¬ 
ation time age” at just 


under 4.79 billion years 
ago. Science says the sun 
is 4.57 billion years old, 
plus or minus 0.11 billion 
years. 

• Science has deter¬ 
mined the simplest form 
of life first appeared 
on Earth 3.5 to 3.8 bil¬ 
lion years ago. Using 
Friedmann’s formula, 
calculating from the 
beginning of Day 5, life 
appeared 3.52 billion 
years ago. 

• Complex life - most

years ago, give or take 5 
million years, according 
to fossil records. That was 
four hours into Day 6, 
according to Friedmann, 
532 million years ago. 

• Day 6 was when “God 
planted the garden in 
Eden,” according to the 
Bible. Friedmann calcu¬ 
lates plant life appearing 
a little later in the “day,” 
starting 426 million years 
ago and concluding 106 


million years ago. The fos¬ 
sil record indicates that 
the first primitive mac¬ 
roscopic plants appeared 
about 420 million years 
ago, with seed plants and 
conifers diversifying 280 
million years ago and 
flowering plants showing 
up 130 million years ago. 

The creation text, 
Friedmann points out, 
comes from books in the 
Bible whose existence 
are acknowledged by all 
three of the Abrahamic 
religions - Christianity, 
Judaism and Islam. The 


polarizing debate has 
been between the world of 
science, with its numbers 
derived from scientific 
observation; and religion, 
with the Genesis creation 
narrative that appears to 
contradict scientific evi¬ 
dence. 

“I focused on the 'what’ 
and 'when’ because those 
questions canbe addressed 
with a detached, scientific 
perspective,” Friedmann 
says. 

“Now the debate can 
focus on the 'how’ and 
'why.’”

Motivate kids by teaching them that life is a business

Welfare may seem like 
a charitable measure for 
struggling families. But 
it's a self-perpetuating 
trap when it becomes the 
only way of life parents 
know how to teach their 
children, who then know 
nothing else to teach 
their own children, says 
Virgil Brannon, founder 
of the non-profit I Am 
Vision Inc. 

“Living on entitlements 
becomes a way of life for 
recipients when it's hand¬ 
ed down from one genera¬ 
tion to the next because 
the family loses any tools 
it might have once had 
to forge a life based on 
self-discipline, achieve¬ 
ment and challenging,” 
says Brannon, author of 
Democratic Coma (www. 
DemocraticComa.com). 

“It's no different from 
the child who grow up 
being given material 
thing he wants, along 
with excessive praise 
that's not deserved. One 
child may be from a poor 
family and the other from 


an affluent family, but 
both are at risk for grow¬ 
ing up without the skills 
necessary for success.” 

Brannon's non-profit 
organization mentors 
disadvantaged children, 
helping them develop 
the values, understand¬ 
ing and knowledge they 
need to be motivated and 
equipped to succeed. He 
has found that coaching 
children to manage their 
lives as they would a 
business helps them not 
only develop good habits 
and skills, it also teaches 
them some essential busi¬ 
ness lessons: 

• Your life is your 
business: Our business 
is how we act, speak, 
the way we dress, how 
we treat ourselves and 
how we treat others. Like 
any other business, it 
is expected to grow and 
prosper and to do that, 
we must invest in it. Part 
of that is feeding the 
mind with the informa¬ 
tion needed to make good 
choices. 

• The people you 
meet and the friends 
you make are your cli¬ 
entele: Treat all people 


with the respect you 
would any customer or 
potential customer. Our 
relationships can elevate 
us if people feel their 
treated fairly, honestly 
and with respect. 

• The more you pro¬ 
vide or produce, the 
more you advance: 
Business involves provid¬ 
ing a service or product. 
Business people do not 
care about excuses; they 
care about what you have 
to offer them. It doesn't 
matter where you come 
from or what color you 
are, if you have some¬ 
thing they need - and a 
reputation for integrity 
— they will come to you 
for it. 

• Your appearance 


means everything: You 

must look the part to 
get the part. The secret 
is to look as though you 
already have it to obtain 
what you want. 

Parents should teach 
their children to be busi¬ 
ness-like and to think like 
a professional, Brannon 
says. 

“That includes giving 
them the best education 
possible, including learn¬ 
ing at home about history, 
civic duty and different 
cultures,” Brannon says. 
“In business, people are 
expected to display good 
manners and to commu¬ 
nicate with others, from 
a firm handshake to look¬ 
ing others in the eye and 
speaking clearly and cor¬ 


rectly. 

“That is the most 
important investment we 
can make.”

GRANNY’S HOMEMADE HOTDOG CHILI 

June Manley, Mt. Sterling 

(This is my granny’s prize chili recipe. She used 
to make this special favorite while working at the 
Soda Fountain in the old Calico & Whitt Drugstore 
located on Main Street in downtown Mt. Sterling in 
the late 1960’s. Always a customer favorite she said 
a batch never lasted long and that it makes wonder¬ 
ful chili buns.) 

1 pound hamburger 

1 medium onion, chopped 
Place in a large soup pot, cover with water and boil until browned and burger 

is broken up well to almost a grainy consistency. 

Drain 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Chili powder - use about 1 Tbsp per pound of burger or to taste 
Ketchup - granny said to add some, stir and then add more according to your 
own taste but that she always made her batches of chili somewhat “soupy” 

HOMEMADE MEXICAN GUMBO 

Sarah Bloom, Clay City 

(This is my version of Qdoba Restaurant’s Mexican Gumbo) 

2 cans chunk white chicken 

1 pkg chicken fajita seasoning mix 
Dried minced onion 
1 large tomato 

Small bunch of fresh cilantro 
1 small onion 

1 package of Lipton Mexican Rice 
1 can seasoned black beans 
1 can chicken broth 
Shredded cheese 
Sour cream 

Heavy Duty aluminum foil 

Drain chicken and put in small mixing bowl. With a fork thoroughly pull 
apart chicken until it is shredded. Add in about 3 A of the package of fajita 
seasoning, dried minced onion and pepper to taste; mix well. Pull out a fairly 
large piece of aluminum foil and dump chicken mixture onto the middle of it. 
Spread mixture out then place on an outdoor grill for about 10-15 minutes or 
until edges of chicken begin to brown and stick to foil. While chicken is on grill 
prepare the rice as the package says and set aside. Chop tomato, onion, and 
cilantro and mix together in a small bowl; set aside. Pour can of chicken broth 
into a small saucepan, add remaining fajita seasoning mix and a small amount 
of fresh chopped cilantro and allow to boil for a few minutes or until seasoning 
is well dissolved. Once chicken, rice, and chicken broth are done combine all 
in a large soup pot with the black beans. Bring soup to a boil then reduce heat 
and allow to simmer until much of the soup is absorbed. This should look more 
like a stew instead of soup. Once done top each serving with the fresh tomato, 
onion, and cilantro mixture, sour cream and shredded cheese. This gumbo gets 
better the longer the flavors are allowed to combine. 


EASY CROCK POT POTATOES

10 medium potatoes, diced 

1 package of dry ranch mix or dill mix (like Hidden Valley brand) 

1/3 cup olive oil 

Peel and dice potatoes, place in a gallon freezer bag, pour oil over potatoes in 
bag then add package of seasoning. Close bag and toss to thoroughly coat pota¬ 
toes with oil and seasoning. Dump into crockpot and cook on high 4-5 hours.

Six months after deadly twisters 
KY counties rebuilding 


Last Sunday marked the six months 
since several devastating tornadoes tore 
through Kentucky, killing two dozen 
people and damaging thousands of 
homes and businesses. After a recent 
visit to West Liberty in Morgan County, 
Governor Steve Beshear said that many 
of the affected communities have made 
tremendous progress in repairs and 
rebuilding. 

“As soon as the storms cleared out, I 
instructed every state agency that the 
recovery was an all-hands-on-deck situ¬ 
ation,” said Gov. Beshear. “Our teams 
worked hand in hand with the federal 
government and local governments to 
make sure our citizens got the help they 
needed as quickly as possible. We also 
worked to restore necessary govern¬ 
ment services, such as the county clerk 
offices, within days. I’m proud of all 
these communities for their resilience 
and their tenacity in rebuilding and 
recovering.” 

While many counties sustained sig¬ 
nificant damage in the storms, West 
Liberty saw most of its main govern¬ 
mental buildings destroyed - including 
the current courthouse as well as a new 
courthouse that was still under con¬ 
struction. 

A group of state agencies worked 
alongside the Kentucky Emergency 
Management Agency and local officials 
to find appropriate temporary locations 
for state offices and assist local officials 
in restoring access to needed services. 


In many cases, the state has records 
that were critically important to storm 
victims. The state agencies worked 
together to set up temporary offices that 
allowed residents to quickly replace a 
driver’s license, register a vehicle, check 
on child support, or to complete any 
other task related to state government. 

Storm Impact by the Numbers 

Kentucky Emergency Management 
and the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) approved 
millions of dollars in assistance for 
survivors of the tornadoes and severe 
weather occurring Feb. 29-March 3, 
2012. 

Thousands of survivors contacted 
FEMA for help or information regard¬ 
ing disaster assistance. Many people 
sought housing assistance from FEMA 
because their primary residence has 
been damaged or destroyed. 

• More than 2,800 homes sustained 
damages. Of those, 810 were destroyed. 

• FEMA Public Assistance obligated 
more than $24.5 million for repair proj¬ 
ects in eligible counties. 

• More than $10.2 million was 
approved for Individual Assistance 
grants, including housing assistance, 
short-term rental assistance, home 
repair costs and other needs assistance. 

• More than $10.5 million in low- 
interest disaster loans for homeowners, 
renters and businesses were approved 
by the Small Business Administration.

• Location: Always be aware of your 
surroundings. If you don’t know the 
exact address, look for street intersec¬ 
tions, road or exit signs, business names 
or public landmarks or buildings. 

• Type of emergency: Do you need 
law enforcement, fire fighters or medi¬ 
cal services? 

• Details: Provide a concise descrip¬ 
tion of what happened. 

• Stay on the line. Do not hang up 
until the operator instructs you to do so.

• Answer all questions 
you are asked. Let the 
9-1-1 operator take con¬ 
trol of the conversation. 
They are trained to ask 
questions in a systematic 
order. The pace may seem 
rapid, but it is designed 
to gather information as 
efficiently as possible. 

Some 
questions may seem 
irrelevant, but they are 
designed to assist first 
responders when they 
arrive on the scene. Often, 
emergency personnel 
have already been alerted 
and additional informa¬ 
tion from these questions 
is transmitted to them 
enroute.

“The Show Must Go On” of GOMER PYLE, U. S. M. 
C. 


That show, featuring Jim Neighbors as Gomer Pyle, 
was very popular, and almost everyone adored Gomer, 
a naive and somewhat inept country boy who had 
joined the Marine Corps. 

Near the end of that episode, many of us, I am 
sure, were totally surprised by a powerful and mov¬ 
ing scene. Gomer began singing, in an unusual voice 
we did not know the country boy possessed, a song 
entitled “The Impossible Dream.” 

Because of Gomer’s performance in that scene, the 
song, written a year earlier by Joe Darion, became a 
popular hit. 

From childhood, some of us were reminded by 
both good parents and good teachers that excessive 
daydreaming was not acceptable. We were told in no 
uncertain terms that we should, as Rudyard Kipling 
wrote, “dream, but not make dreams” our “master.” 


“The Impossible Dream” is a powerful reminder 
that, at all times, we should dream, that is, aim at, 
and strive for, the highest and the best. 

Great aspirations, high hopes, noble ambitions, and 
lofty ideals should be, and are, compelling forces in 
life that lead to real accomplishment and successful 
living. 

Therefore, they are tremendously important. 

The idea expressed in “The Impossible Dream” is 
not new; it goes back to times long past. 

Many years ago while studying English literature 
as a sophomore in college, I underlined some words 
in a poem written by Robert Browning, a nineteenth 
century English poet.

Admission at 
the Miss Powell County 
contest is $5 for adults 
and $3 for students. 

Monday will start off 
events at the fairground 
with the Coca-Cola Talent 
show, the pet show and 
the carnival will be set up 
ready to roll on Monday 
night at 6:00 p.m., 

September 10. Admission 
on Monday night is free! 

For those farmers, gar¬ 
deners, 4-H members and 
crafters in our county, 
make sure to get your 
things together to bring 
to the Exhibit Hall on 
Monday, Sept. 10 as well. 
We will enter exhibits 
from 10 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
and judging will begin at 
6:30 p.m. 

Please note this is some¬ 
what of a time change 
from previous years.
